Preamble 

The United States of America and the referred to he^^er 

as '*the Parties": 

Recognizing the importance of: strengtiiening their joint security, 
contributing to world peace and stability, combating terrorism m Iraq, and 
cooperating in the security and defense spheres, thereby deterring aggression 
and tiireats against the smroreignty, security, and territorial integrity of Iraq 
mdagmni^i^ feitol/and coiiistM ^steni; 

Affirming that siKjh coc^eration is based on Ml respect for the sovereignty 
of each of them in accortoee with the purposes and prinpijjles of the United 
Nations Charter; 

Out of a desire to reach a co^rimipn unclerstaiidiilg ^tmt ^trengtitos 
cooperation between them; 

Without pi^udice to Iraqi sovereignty over its territory, waters, and airspace; 
and 

Pursuant to joint undertakings as two sovereign, ind^endent, and coequal 
countries- 
Have agreed to the foUowiiig: 



Article 1 
Scope and INirpose 

This Agreena^nt shall determine the principal provisions and requiranents 
that relate the temporary presence, activities, and withdrawal of the 
United St^ Fo;i^s from Iraq.

3. "Member of the United States Forees*' means any individual who is a 
mend>er of the United Stat^ Apny, Navy, Air Force, Marine Corps, or 
Coast Giiard. 

4. "Member of tbe civilian component'' means any civilian employed by the 
United States I^farteent of Efe&nse. This term does not include 
individuals iip^^ Iraq. 

5. '^United States c<mtractors*' ^ '^United States contractor employees'' 
mean non-Iraqi persons or leg^fl entities, and their employees, who are 
citizens of the United States or a third country and who are in Iraq to supply 
goods, services, md securitjr in Iraq to or on behalf of the Umfed States 
jForces under a <^nteact or subcontract with or for the United States Forces, 
However, the terms do not include persons or legal entities normally resident 
in the territory of Iraq. 

6. "Official vehicles*" means cominercial vehicles that may be modified for 
security purposes and^ basically designed fer movement on various roads 
and designated for UBns^rtation of personiieL 

7. *Militaiy vehicles'' means all types of vehicles used by the United States 
Forces, which wpre oripnally designated for use in combat operations and 
display special disifepiishiii^ nuhibers and synibols a<^^ applicable 
United States F03te©5 instnic^ regulations. 

8. *13efense equipmenf'^m weapons, supplies, equipment, 
munitions, and inatmals excteively used in conventional warfare that are 
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lequtted fey the fpic^ m cotm^m wrtibi^reed m^tivitiejs 

iind^1Iii$ are apt ei&er diip^jfly or mto^ectly, tp 

systems of weapons of mass destoictioii (ehemical we^ons, miciear 
weapoM, radiobgical^ w and related waste of 

such weapons)* 

9. "Storage" means the keeping of defense ecjmpment required by the 
United States Forces in connection with agre^ activities under tiiis 
Agreement 

10. "Taxes and duti^'' means all taxes, dudes (including customs duties)^ 
fees, of whatever kind, imposed by the Government of Iraq, or its agenGies, 
or govemomtes imder Iraqi laws and regulations. However, the term does 
not include charges by the Government of Iraq, its agencies, or govemorates 
for services requested and received by the United States Forces, 



Articles 
Laws 

i; While conducsting jmlite^^ pursue to this Agreement, it is the 

duty of members of the United States Forces and of the civilian component 
to respect Iraqi laws, customs, traditions, and conventions and to refrain 
from any activities that are inconsistent with the letter and spirit of this 
Agreement It is Ite dirty of iie United States to teke aJl necessary measures 
fttfthispuiposew 

2. With the exception of members of the United States Forces and of the 
civilian component, the United States Forces may not transfer any person 
into or out of Iraq on vehicles, vessels, or aircmft covered by this 
Agreement, unless in accordance with applicable Iraqi laws and regulations, 
including implementing arrangements as may be agreed to by the 
Gqyerrnnept of Iraq* 

Article 4 
Missioiis 

1. The Government of Imq r^ue^ts itoe tmporai^ United 
Slates Forces fcfr iie pui|^e$ of supporting Iraq in ilB efforts to maintain 
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s^urify and stabMty^k Jmq^ w0uim$ cooperaticm m mnduct of

3. All siich operatiom shall be conducted with Ml respect for the Iraqi 
Constitution and ike laws of Iraq, Execution of such operations shall not 
irifim^ upon file sovemgnty of Iraq and its national interns, as defined 1^ 
the Government of Iraq. It is the duty of the United States Forces to respect 
the laws, customs, and traditions of Iraq and applicable irrteoiational law. 

4. The Parties diall continue their efforts to cooperate to strengthen Iraq's 
security capabiMes fidMEiudii^ as may be mutudly agreed, on training, 
equipping, supporting, supplyirig, and establishing and i|pgrading logistical 
systems, including transportafi^ hou3ing, and supplies &r Iraqi Security 
Forces* 

5. The Parties retein the right to legitimate self defense witihdn Iraq, as 
defined in applicable teternational law. 



Articles 
Property Ownership 

1. Iraq owns all buildings, non^relocatable structi^yres, and assemblies 
ccMinectedto the soil ^tiiat exist on agreed fecilities and areas, including those 
that are used^ constoicted, ^ere4 or improved by the United S^es Forces. 

2. Upon their withdrawal, the United States Forces shall return to the 
Government of Iraq all the facilities and areas provided for the use of the 
conibat fc^ of teUnked States, based on two liste. The first list of 
agreed facilito aiGd areas idisdl take effect upon Ihe entry into force of the 
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Agreement The second list shall take elEfect no later than June 30, 2009, the 
date for the withdrawal of combat forces from the cities, villages^ and 
localities. The Government of Iraq may agree to allow the United States 
Forces the use of some necessary facilities for the purposes of this 
Agreement on withdrawal 

3. The United States shall bear all costs for construction, alterations, or 
improvements in the agreed facilities and areas provided for its exclusive 
use. The United States Forces shall consult with the Government of Iraq 
regarding such oanstmetion, altmtiom, and improvements, and must seek 
approval of the Government of liaq for major construction Mtd alteration 
projects. In the event that the use of agreed facilities and areas is shared, 
the two Parties shall bear the costs of construction, alterations, or 
improvements proportionately. 

4. The United States shall be responsible for paying tiie costs for services 
requested and received in the agreed facilities and areas exclusively used by 
it, and both Parties shall be proportionally responsible for paying the costs 
for services requested and received in joint agreed facilities and areas. 

5. Upon the diSCQVory of any historical or cultural site or finding any 
strategic resource in agreed facilities and areas, all works of construction, 
upgrading, or modification shall cease immediately and Ae Iraqi 
representatives at the Joint Committee shall be notified to determine 
appropriate st^s in that regard. 

6. The United States shall return agreed facilities and areas and any non- 
relocatable structures and asseinblies on them that it had built, installed, or 
established during the term of this Agreement, according to mechanisms and 
priorities set iBf&i by the Jfoint Gommittee* Such faciMties and areas shall be 
handed ova: to ttie dciverament of Iraq free ofaBy debts md financial 
burdens. 

7. The Unit^ St^^ Forces ^1 return to the Government of Iraq the 
a^ed fecilitjes^^as imthave heritage^, moral, andpolttical 
significance and any non-relocatable structures and assemblies on them that 
it had built, installed, or established, according to mechanisms, priorities, 
and a time period as mutually agreed by the Joint Committee, free of any 
debts or finand^ burdens. 
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8. The Uoiled StstJdn Wotcm ^S^ iet^ fecilitias md meas to the 
Government <>fbaq i^iillie escpM^ teJSpination of this Agreenaeiit, or 
earlier as miitmlly agreed by theParties, or when such facilities are no 
longer required M<Jeteiia^ JMCXJC^ free of ar^r d^^ts or jfinancial 
burdens* 

9. The United States Forces and United States contractors shall retain title to 
all equipment, materials, supplies, relocatable structures, and other movable 
property that was legitimately in:5)orted into or legitimately acquired within 
the territoiy of Iraq in connection with this Agreement. 



Articled 
Use of Agreed Faefliiies aad Areas 

L With full respect for tiie soveareignty of Iraq, and as part of exchangitig 
views between the Parties pursuant to this Agreement, Iraq gmnts access and 
use of agreed facilities and areas to the United States Forces, United States 
contractors. United States contractor employees, and other iadividimis or 
entities as agreed upon by the Parties, 

2. In accordan<^ with this Agreement, Iraq authorizes the United States 
Forces to exercise within the agreed facilities and areas all rights and powers 
that may be necessary to establish, use, maintain, and secure such agreed 
facilities and Brem, The P^ies sM coordinate said coop^te regarding 
exercising these rij^ts and {x^wers in the agreed facilities and ^as of joint 
use. 

3. The United States Forces shall assume control of entry to agreed fecilities 
and areas that have beett provi#d for its exclusive use. The Parties shall 
coordinate tiie control of entry into agj^ed facilities arid areas for joint use 
and in accordance with mechanisms set fbrtii by the JMOGC. The Parties 
shall coordinate guard duties in peas adjacent to agreed facilities and areas 
through the JMOCC. 
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Article 7 



The United States Forces may plaee witMn agreed facilities and areas Mid in 
other teiaporaiy locations agreed iipon by the Parties detose equipment^ 
si5)plles, and material that ap^ i^uii^d the Umted States FcHt^es in 
connection wifti agreed acdviffies under this Agreena^. The use and storage 
of such equipment shall be prcp^rtionate to the temporary missions of the 
United States Forces in Iraq Article 4 of this Agi^ement and 

shallnot be relatee^ eitti(^ d^^ctly or inditectly* to systi^s of weapons of 
mass destruction (chemcal w^ons, nucle^d* weapons, radioio^cal 
wapons, biological weapons, and related waste of su^ Thfe 
United States Forces sMl control the use and relocation of defense 
equipment that they own and are stored in Iraq. The United States Forces 

ensure tii^ no storage depots for explosives or mumtions are near 
residential mm% and they imU r^i^ such maa^rials Mt^d therein. The 
United States shall provide the Government of Iraq with essential 
information on the numbers i^id types of such stocks. 



Articles 
Froii^^Biig the £iiviro)raiefit 

Both Parties shall implement this Agreement in a manner consistent with 
protecting the natural enviromnent and human health and safety. The United 
States reaffirms its commitment to respecting applicable Iraqi environmental 
laws, regulations, and standards in the course olf executing its policies for the 
purposes of implementing this Agreement. 



Article 9 

Movement Veisels, aiid Aircraft 

1 . With full respect for the relevant rules of land and maritime safety aiid 
movement^ vessels and vehicles operated by or at tim time excimvely for 
the United S^es Forces may enter, exit, and move within the territory of 
Iraq for the pxirposes of implementing this Agreement. The JMOCC shall 
develop appropriate procedures and rules to facilitate and regulate the 
movement of vehicles. 
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2. With full respect for relevant rules of safety in aviation and air 
navigation. United States Government aircraft and civil aircraft that are at 
the time operating exclusively under a contract with the United States 
Department of Defense are authorized to over-fly, conduct airborne 
refUeling exclusively for &e purposes of implementing this Agreement over, 
and land and take off within, the territory of Iraq for the purposes of 
implementing this Agreement. The Iraqi authorities shall grant the 
aforementioned aircraft permission every year to land in and take off from 
Iraqi territory exclusively for the purposes of implementing this Agreement 
United States Govo^nment aircraft and civil aircraft that are at the time 
opiating exclusive^ under a contract with iJie United States Department of 
Defense, vessels, and vehicles shall not have any party boarding them 
without the consent of the authorities of the United States Forces. The Joint 
Sub-Comimttee concerned with this matto: shall take appropriate action to 
facilitate the miplatiDn of such tralfic. 

3. Survreillance ami control over Iraqi airspace shall transfer to Imqi 
authority inunediatdy upon entry into force of this Agreement. 

4. Iraq may tequ^t fiqm tiie United States Forces temporary support for the 
Itaqi authorities in the mission of surveillance 2«Dd control of Iraqi air space. 

5. United States Government aiix^raft and civil aircraft that are at the time 
operating exclusively uni^ extract to the United Stete Dep^tment of 
Defetise shall not be subject to payment of auy taxes^ duties fees, or similar 
charges, including overflight or navigation fees, landing, and parking fees at 
government airlelds. Vehicles and vessels ovraed or operated by or at the 
time exclusively for the United Stales Forces shall not be subject to payment 
of any taxes, duties, fees, or s&fifiar charges, inchiding for vesslels at 
govermnent ports, Ssdi vehicles, vessels, and aircraft ^£dl be free from 
registration requirements withia Iraq. 

6. The United States Forces shall pay fees for services requested and 
r^eived 

7* Each Party shall provide the other with maps and otiier available 
information on the location of mine fields and other obstacles that can 
hamper or jeopardize inoveaient vvittiin the temtory and waters of Iraq.

The United States Forces shall respect Iraqi law when contracting with Iiaqi 
siippliers and <^^ci^^ aiid^s|lpx)vide^ I^ aijthorities witb t^^ names 
of Wji supplim and cc^trndtoi^^^ M^^ of relevant contracts. 



Artiele 11 
Services Comiiiuiik^^ 

1 . The United States Forces may produce and provide water, electricity, and 
other services to agreed facilities and areas in coordination with the Iraqi 
authorities through the Joint Sub-Committee concerned with this matter. 

2, The Government of Iraq owns all Pertinent lisqi authorities 
shall allocate to the United States Forces such frequencies as coordinated by 
both Parties throu^ tl^ JMOGC. The United States Forces shall retum 
foquenoies allocated to them at the end of their use not later than the 
termination of this Agreem^t 

3 . The United States Forces shall operate their ovra teiecOTamunications 
systems in a mann^ that fully respects the Constitution and laws of Iraq and 
in accordance with the definition of the term 'teleeomnmnieations " 
ccmtained in the Constitution of the Intemationd Umon of 
Telecommunications of 1992, including the right to use necessary means and 
services of their own systems to ensure the MI e^ability to operate systems 
of telecommunications. 

4. For the purpose of this Agreement, the United States Forces are exempt 
jfrom the paionent of fees to use transmission airwaves and existing and 
future frequencies, incinding any administrative fees or my other related 
charges. 

5. The United StJites Forces i^t obtain th^ 
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Iraq regairiing any projects of irfeslructure for ccramtinieations that are 
made outside ^reed facilities Md areas exclusively for the purposes of this 
Agreement in accordance with Article 4, exx^ept in tiiecase of actual combat 
operations condiicted pursuant t^ Article 4*

Article 12 
^risdieiion 

Recognizing Iraq's sovereign right to determine and enforce the rules of 
crinunal md civil law in its tejoitory, in li^ of Iraq's request for ten:q)orary 
assistance llxim lhe Uiwted Sfei^ Forces set forth in Ajrticle 4, and consistent 
with the duty <€fee members of Ihe lJnited States Forces and the civilian 
component to respect Iraqi laws^ customs^ traditions^ and conventions, the 
Parties have agr^d as follows: 

1 • feaq shall have to pritoary ri^t to exercise jnrisdiction over members of 
the United States Forces ^d of the civilian component for the grave 
premeditated felonies enumerated pursuant to paragraph 8, when such 
crimes are committed outside agreed facilities mid areas and outside duty 
status. 

2* Iraq shdl hav^^ ^e primary ti^ to ^axjise jimsdiction oyer United 
States contractors and United States contractor employees. 

3 . The United States shall have the primary right to exercise jurisdiction 
over members of the United States For ce$ and of the civilian component for 
matters arising inside facilities and areas; during duty status outside 
agreed facilities and areas; and in circumstances not covered by paragraph L 

4, At the request of eilher Party^ the Parties shall ^sist each other in the 
investigation of incidiesnts and tbe collection mi exchmge of evi dence to 
msure the due course of justice. 

5 . Members of the United States Forces and of the civilian component 
i^nrested or detained by Iraqi minorities shall be notified immediately to 
United States Forces authorities and handed over to feem witiiin 24 hours 
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pursuant to paragraph 1 of ^ik Article, ciisto% of an ac<jused member of the 
Ifeited States Forces or of the^^c^ shall reside with Uiiited 

States Fc^x^es aiiffioriti^^ United States Forces aiithorities ^11 make su^h 
reused persoiis a to iip aiithorities for p of 
imrestigttion ^ trial. 

6. The authorities of either Party may mquest the authorities of the other 
Party to waive its primary right to jurisdicticm in a particular case. The 
GoyeriHimt of Ii^ agj^s to csc^ I«agraph 1 above, 
only after it has d^teriEttiaM api noti Slafes m writing witiiin 
21 days of the disGOveiy of m alleg offense, tfaatlt is of p^fftKmlar 
importance that sudh jurisdiciion be exercised. 

7. Where the 0nited States exercises jurisdiction pursuant to paragraph 3 of 
tins Article, members of the United States Forces and of the civilian 
component shall be entitled to due process standards and protections 
pursuant to the Constitution and laws of the United States, Where the 
offense arising under paragraph 3 of this Article may involve a victim who is 
not a member of the United Forces or of the oiviUan component, the 
Parties shall establish procedures through the Joint Committee to keep such 
persons informed as appropriate of: the status of the investigation of the 
crime; the bringing of charges against a suspected offender; the scheduling 
of court proceedings and the results of plea negotiations; opportunity to be 
heard at public smten^ing prcKjeedings, and to confer with the attorney for 
the prosecution in the case; assistance with filing a claim under Article 
21 of this Agreement. As mutually agreed by the Parties, United States 
Forces authorities shall seek to hold the trials of such cases inside Iraq. If 
the trial of such cases is to be conducted in the United States, efforts will be 
undertaken to facilitsttp th^ pei^al attendance of the victim at the trial 

8. Where Iraq exercises jurisdiction pursuant to paragraph 1 of this Article, 
members of the United States Forces and of the civilian component shall be 
entitled to due process isteai3to3s and proteclions oHisisfcnt with Ihose 
available under United States and Iraqi law* The Joint Committee shall 
establish procedures and mechanisms for implementing this Article, 
including an enumeration of the grave premeditated felonies that are subject 
to parg^^h 1 and procedures tihtat meet such due process standards and 
protections. Any exercise dTjierisdiction pirsuant to paragraph 1 of this 
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Artiole may proc^ OEfly in ac^iance with tiiese proc>edur^ and 

9- Puxsuaiat to paanagraphs 1 and 3 of this Artiele, United States Foroes 
aothoilties shall wfette an allegeci offi^e^aras^ during dwty status.

Iraqi tow. 



Article 13 
Cariying Weapoils aiul 

Members of the United States Forces and of the civil ian component may 
possess and caity we^pM th^ a^e owned by the United Stat^ while in Iraq 
according to the authority granted to them under orders and according to 
their requirements and duties. Members of the United Sl^s Forces may 
also wear Muforms during duty in Iraq. 

Article 14 
Entry and Exit 

1 . For purposes of this Agreement, members of tite United States Forces and 
of the civilian <^n]fionmt may ei^er and Irave Iraq throu^ official places of 
emtoarication and debarkation requiring only identification cards and travel 
orders issued for them by the United States, The Joint Committee shall 
assume the task of settmgu^ a inectensm and a process of verification to be 
carried out by pertinent Iraqi aufborities. 
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2. Iraqi awitiioiMes idiall hsiye tie right to ini^pecrt md ymfy the lists of 
names of iiienjbers of the XJnifei States Forces and of the civilian component 
altering and leaving Iraq direciy through the^reed facilities and areas. 
Said lists shall be submitted tx> Iraqi aiithoriti States Forces* 

For pui|>oses of this Agi^em^ members of the United States Forces and of 
ttie civilian GompwDitieirf iQay ettfer and ledve Iraq through agreed facilities 
and areas requiring only identification cards issued fbr them % the United 
States. The fciM Coininittee shall assume t^^^ a 
mechanism and a process for inspecting and verifying iie validity of these 
documents.

L For the exeiiisiyepurpc^sGf impto the United 

States Forces and United States contractors may iniportvexport (items 
bought in Iraq), re-export, transport, and use in Iraq any equipment, supplies, 
materials, and technology, provided that the materials imported or brought in 
1^ them are not bmM!ied in Iraq as of the date this Agreement ent^ into 
force. The iiiqK»tetSonj re-e^qporiation, transportation, and use of sudh items 
shall not be subject to any inspections, lic^ses^ or oth©r TOStrictions^ taxes> 
customs duties, or any other charges imposed in Iraq, as defined in Article 2, 
paragraph 10, United States Forces authorities shall provide to relevant Iraqi 
atrttoorities an ajiqpftpiafe cartipcation that such items are being imported by 
the United St^e^ F<Mtjes or Ur^ Slates conti^ictors for use by fee United 
States Forces exclusively for the purposes of this Agreement. Based on 
security information that becomes available, Iraqi authorities have the right 
to request the United States Forces to open in tiieir presence any container in 
vMch mch items 1^ being imported in order to vmfy its cotitmts. In 
making such a r^iuest, Imqi authorities shallh^^ security requirements 
of the United States Foix:es and, if requested to do so by the United States 
Forces, shall make such verifications in facilities used by the United States 
Forces. The esqportation of Iraqi goods by the United States Forces and 
United States contimctors shall not be subject to inspeclicHjs or any 
restrictions other than licensing requirements. Tlie Joiirt Ccrarndttee shall 
work with the Iraqi Ministry of Trade to expedite license requirCTients 
consistent wMi Iraqi law for tihe export of goods purchased in Iraq by the 
United States Forces for the purposes of this Agreement. Iraq has the right 
to demand review of any issues arising out of this pMagraph. Tlie Parties 
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shall consult immediately in such cases throng tibe JdMt Committee or^ if 
necessary, the Joint Ministerial Committee, 

2» Members of the United States Forces and of the civilian component may

Recognizing also the dramatic and positive developments in Iraq, and noting 
that the situation m Iraq is fimdemi^tally di^rc^t than HkBt which existed 
when the UN Security Coimcil adopted Resolution 661 in 1990, and in 
particular that the threat to international peace and s€K:urity posed by the 
Government of Iraq no longer exists, the Parties affirm in this regard that

Article 27 
Deterrence of Seemity Threats 

In order to ste^gthen security aid stability in Ir^ and to contribute to the 
maintenance of international peace and stability, the Parties shall work 
actively to strengflien the political and military c^abilities of the Republic 
of Iraq to deter threats against its sovereignty, political independence, 
territorial Mtegrity, and its ccwsitutional federal democ^^c system. To that 
end, the Parties a©^ee as fbiie^: 

1. In the event of any external or internal threat or aggression against
